REGISTRATION: The total registration for the year just completed 


was 975: of whom 356 were in the College and 619 in the High School. 


STUDIES: The final examination results and the year's record 
clearly evidence the satisfactory condition of studies at Loyola. 
To Father William Connor, Dean of Studies, and to the teaching 
staff, Jesuit and Lay, I would like to express Loyola's profound 
gratitude for the devoted manner in which they have fulfilled

LOYOLA LECTURES: Loyola Lectures, held annually under the aus- 
pices of the Loyola Ladies! Auxiliary, presented a programme to 
the general public of nine talks on general cultural topics. To 
the Executive and members of this organization; and to Father 
Masterson, its Moderator, in particular, I offer Loyola's sin- 
cere thanks for the work involved in sponsoring the lectures} 
and for the renewal of the two scholarships, which for some 


& years they have given our students. 


SUMMER SCHOOL: Father Daniel Lord together with his faculty 
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some 25 Jesuits and lay people, will hold their Sixth Summer School 


at the College from June 28th to July Srd of this year. 


DEBATES : Both intra-mural and inter-university debating were 
given due emphasis during the year. Inter-class debates were held 
at the regular weekly meetings of the Debating Societies. Loyola 
won the Eastern Section of the Inter-University Debating League, 
defeating Bishops at Loyola and Ottawa University at Ottawa, in 
both instances by unanimous decisions. In the finals our debaters 
lost to the Ontario Agricultural College by a split decision, winn- 
ing 2 - 1 in Montreal but losing 3 - o in Guelph. Our other Coll- 
ege debating teams met Boston College in Boston and Mount Saint 
Mary's College of Emmettsburg, Maryland and Marianopolis College 


in Montreal. 


DRAMATICS: During the month of April the College Dramatic Society 
staged six performances of Shakespeare's historical play “Henry the 
Fourth, Part I", The Montreal dramatic critics were unanimous and 
enthusiastic in their praise of both acting and production. Father 
Hanley and Father Wardell, who were responsible for the play, de- 
serve high praise and gratitude. The play was dedicated to the 
Xavier Apostolate Guild. The High School Dramatic Society twice 
presented a Christmas Concert, consisting of three one-act plays, 


two in English and one in French. 


STUDENT PUBLICATIONS: We are pleased to record the steady progress 


of our student publications. The Loyola Review, a summary of the 
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year's activities, will appear within a few days. The Loyola News, 
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our student newspaper, was published regularly every two weeks 
throughout the year except during the examination months. The 
editorial and business staffs of both publications deserve high 
commendation along with their respective Faculty Moderators,

A novel feature this year were the Closed 
Retreats for all College and Fourth High students. These re- 
treats were held in addition to the short College Mission given 
last September. In previous years only Senior College and Fourth 
High students made closed retreats. - More than $1100.00 ne 
collected from the students for European relief. The Sodality 
distributed 2500 tins of food and some financial assistance to 
32 needy families. Twelve students began special studies pre- 


paratory to the priesthood last year. 


CONGRATULATIONS: Our best wishes for many years of fruitful 
ministry are extended to Father Gerald McGlynn of the Montreal 
Diocesan Clergy and to Fathers James Toppings and Royden Devlin 
of the Society of Jesus, all three Loyola Alumni, ordained to 
the Holy priesthood since last Convocation. We offer our con- 
gratulations to all our former students on their excellent 
showing in the Universities, particularly to Richard Blanchfield, 
Loyola B.A. "44, University Scholar at McGill in the Faculty of 
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Engineering, to whom was awarded both the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Prize and the Canadian Institute of Chemistry Prize and to 

John E. McDonnell, Loyola High School graduate of the year 1940, 
who graduated from McGill in Medicine and was awarded the Robert 


Forsyth Prize for particular ability in all branches of surgery. 


DEATHS: The death of .Father William X. Bryan last August, 

Dean of Studies for the year previous to his death, and a pro- 
fessor at Loyola for some 25 years, was a heavy blow to the Coll- 
ege. In the course of the year Father Francis Downes, Loyola 

B.A. '04 and professor of Sophomore Arts at Loyola for many years, 
also died. Father Downes had been teaching at the Jesuit House 


of Studies in Guelph for some years past. 


NEW BUILDING: I am happy to report that the Central Building was 
officially opened and blessed by His Excellency the Archbishop_ 


of Montreal on November the 30th last. 
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FINANCIAL: A total of $150,000.00 has been given to Loyola from 
the funds collected during the Archdiocesan Campaign in the Spring 
of 1946. Publicly and officially I would like to express Loyola's 
profound gratitude to all whose donations to the Campaign made 


this gift to Loyola possible. 


In this time of rising costs, when Universities and Colleges 
throughout the entire continent are being forced to increase 


their fees, Loyola, after long deliberation, has decided to 


carry on with the fees currently paid by our Canadian students 
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for board and tuition. Since Loyola is the only English-speaking 
Catholic College for men in the Province, a sense of public res- 
ponsibility urges us to avoid causing the hardship which would 
result from any rise in our fees. The fact that 42 Jesuits on 
the Loyola Staff receive no material remuneration beyond main- 
tenance makes possible the operation of the College with our com- 
paratively low fees. The devotedness of our Jesuit Faculty and 


the good will of its friends constitute Loyola's only endowment.
